WATER  SUPPLY : The  water  supply  v/hich  is  purchased 

in  bulk  from  Wakefield  Corporation  Waterv/orks  was 
satisfactory  in  quality  throughout  the  year,  with  a 
constant  supply.  The  pressure  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  has  been  satisfactory  the  only  complaints  of 
poor  supply  have  been  caused  by  defective  service  pipes. 

All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the 
public  mains. 
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During  the  year  1 privy  eloset  was  converted  to 
water  closet,  59  water  closets  vyere  provided  for  new 
property.

The  two  sewage  works  have  given  fairly  satisfactory 
service  during  the  year.  New  distributors  and  repairs 
to  filters  at  the  Old  Snydale  works  ha,s  resulted  in  a very 
great  improvement  to  the  effluent  from  these  works, 

I again  impress  on  you  the  necessity  of  improving 
the  South  Feather so  one  works j especially  the  pumping 
arrangeraonts  which  are  liable  to  break  down  at  any  time 
with  serious  consequences. 


SCAVENGING : Scavenging  is  done  by  direct  labour 

and  has  been  satisfactorily  carried  out  during  th  year.

268  Dead  rats  and  27  Dead 
mice  were  picked  up,  which  indicates  that  a large  number  of 
rats  were  killed. 

The  Council's  own  premises,  sewage  works  and  refuse 
tip  were  treated  at  3 monthly  intervals.  Sewer  treatments 
were  carried  out  in  kla.y  and  November, 

HOUSING : During  the  year  12  houses  and  32  bungalows 

were  built  by  the  local  authority  and  3 bungalows  by  private 
enterprise,  a total  of  47  new  houses.
